But Thaw bas been
snatched from the chair and yet is not
free, so tbat he hss notning to fear aod
nothing to hope for from the tao profes¬
sions and he is quite excusable for re¬

fusing to pay any more bills tbat ara not
proved up before a register in bank¬
ruptcy.
Tbe operation of getting money out of

i'liHw ought to bave been t> ken over by
a stock company, say, the Thaw Exploit¬
ation Company, Limited. Under cap¬
able msnagemeut the whole Thaw for¬
tune could bave betn acquired before
be verdict of a jury put him beyond the
reach of hope or fear. Matters should
nave been arranged so that tbere would
lu- h third and perhaps even a fourth
trial.
